‘op placements, or intemships, This 


allows students to learn to apply the 
principles they have learned in elass to 
work and real life settings. 

Along with academic work, first-and 
second-year students are involved also 
in residence living communities in 
the various townhouse residences and 
‘apartments on campus, where they 
earn what it means to build community 
and to serve one another. This forms 
the basis for branching out into other 
areas of volunteer service both on 
‘campus and in the local communi 
Some students also take mission trips 
during the academic year, accompanied 
by Redeemer staff, or in the summer 
with other Christian organizations. 

This provides a meaningful context for 
students to live out their commitment 
to serve those in need and to spread 
the Gospel of Christ. 

Most importantly, stuclents

Government Relations Work Continues 


edeemer University College continues to discuss several issues 
with government officials on a number of different levels. In 
December, Redeemer received word that it had satisfied the conditions 
of the Ministry of College and Universities regarding student protection 
measures related to the new Bachelor of Education degree, the last 
step required for the degree program. Since then, a proposal has been 
submitted to the Ontario College of Teachers for a “bridging progra 
that would allow Bachelor of Christian Education degree holders to 
upgrade to a BEd. degree. Final approval of such a program will be an 
important step for many alumi 
Redeemer also presented a brief to the Rac Commission on Post 
Secondary Education in Ontario. Later, at a Commission Town Hall 
meeting held at Hamilton's Mohawk College, Student Senate President 
Karmyn Giesbrecht invited the former premier to visit Redeemer's 
‘campus (he has yet to take up the offer). The establishment ofthis 
body has given the university another opportunity to make the case for 
recognizing the part that primarily independently-funded institutions

Abraham's Impact -New book 
examines critical role of monotheism 


hhristians, Jews, and Muslims all claim Abraham as 

a founding father of their respective faiths. In the 
recently published Paul, Monotheism and the People of God: 
The Significance of Abraham Traditions for Early Judaiom and 
Christianity, Dr. Nancy Calvert Koyzis, a parttime instructor 
in Religion and Theology, examines how Abraham's rejection 
of idolatry for a monotheistic faith influenced the way Paul 


presented the Gospel to the early church 

Dr. Calvert-Koyzis argues that both Jews and the early 
church found much of their identity as “the people of God” 
in their monotheistic faith, Paul, however, in his epistles to 
the Galatians and Romans, points out to his readers that Jesus 
‘Ghrists the fulfillment of this tradition, over and against the 
law. Those who maintain that obedience to the Mosaic law is 
necessary for membership in God's people are shown to have 
returned to a pre-Abrahamic idolatry by insisting that those 
‘who wish to be called the people of God adhere to a strict 
obedience to the law 

This book, Dr. CalvertKoyzis admits, "is written for a pretty 
select audience of scholars and researchers," Itis based on 


her doctoral thesis, which was completed at the University of 
Sheffield (UK) in the field of Pauline Studies, and published 
‘as part of a monograph series by T&T Clark International 
which is an imprint of Continuum Publishing, a respected 
academic press. Fortunately, that does not mean there will 
not be a wide-spread discussion of these themes: “This type of
